Aving attended r:e Condemn'd Pirates, in or- 
der to the preparing them ior anorher World, 
I ſuppoſe the Publick will expect thar I ſhould 
give them an Account how I found them dif- 

| pos'd, and how they Bchav'd themſelves, both 
in rhe Priſon and at the place of Execution. Therefore 
to fatisfy the Reader's Curoſuy in this Particular, and chiet- 
ly to let theſe Criminab Puniſhment be a Terrour and 

Warning to others, that are engaged in fuch, or any other 
vicious Courſes ; I ſhall here give rhis unparual Account 

of rhem. 


On the-Lord's Day, the 34 inſtant ( berimes in the 
Morniog ) I firlt began ro viſit theſe Priſoners, ard ro 
exhort zhem to Repentence. Their numbers being very 

ſo that I had nor then time enough ro examme them 
m Particular ; I made a general Exbortation to them 3 and 
having directed them to pray to God, that of his infinite 
Mercy he would pleaſe ro give them a true ſenſe uf 
their Spiritual Corruption and Miſery, and to touch e- 
very one of their Hearts with a godly Sorcow, and fin- 
cere Repentance, I left them for the preſent, with promiſe 
to return to them again. Which I did ſeveral times at- 
ter, and had them one by one under Examination, bur 
could get no other Confetfion from them, bur what was 
eneral; They all acknowledging the Juitice of God, who 
- their Sins had brought this Calamity upon then, but 
denying the Fact for which they ſtood Condemn'd. There 
was only one of them (F encis Pulliam Hubert by Name) 
who confeſs'd himſelf Guilty, and with ſeeming Regrer 
and Penitence own'd that he was juſtly Condemu'd. | He 
ſaid, that he heartily repented, and begg'd Pardon of 
God, and of all thoſe he had ary ways offended and 
wrong 'd. 

7» Ju theſe Criminals; who were at firſt 52, bur 
now only 51, (one of them being Dead) there were 
three ſeveral Languages and Religions ; namely, one Sweed, 
a Lutheran, one American, and the rett French, all Ro- 
marfts but four, that were Proreſtanrs. I diſcourſed rhem 
in French, v-hich they all underftood bur the Sweed, with 
whom Mr. Brink, the worthy Faltor of the Darzſh Church 
had a long Conference, and told me that he found him 
' Penitent, but could not make him confeſs the Crime for 
which he was ro dye. While 1 was ſpeaking 1tothem, they 
were for. the molt part very ſerious and attentive ro my 


' Admonitions. They thanked me for my Viktts, and de-: 


fired my Prayers. . 

When I had received the Lift of rhem that were to dye, 
I apply'd my ſelf with cloſer and more prefiing Exhor- 
tarions tO them ; ſhewing rhem that now they had nothing 


to do, nothing to regard or conlider, but the Szlvation ff * 


of their immortal Souls; and to that end it highly con- 
cern'd them xo clear their Cenſcicnces by -an ingenious 
Confeſlion of their Crimes, and ſpecially thar for which 
they knew rhey were jaftly condemn'd ; and ro make all the 
' fatisfation they ' could ro the Publick, by drſcorenng what 
in their knowledge, might be uſeful to be revealed. They 
'told me, thar 'thry could nor rhiok of any rhinz whoſe 
x wery- might any ways contribute 19 the Advantage or 
Satisfaction, 'eirher of the Publick or any private Perſon, 
"and perſiſted - all bur Hybere,” i their former obſtinare 
denial ; and all I'conld perfuade chem 16, was only 1n 
general ro declare, that begg'd of God rhe Pardon 
of their. Sins, That they grieved for them, and heartily 
Repented of then. . 


This was on the Tueſday Morning; the Day before their 
Exrcution. And in the Afternoon coming to them again, 
1 tound them in preat Giſoxder, and  hizhjy_ offended, and 
-wch exaſperated and difquicted” in their Minds, being in. 
a rage thai they were to dye, and their Companions Re- 
prieved. I cara our'd to quell Fcir Fury, and pacify them; 


'Prifon, thejr number was redye'd 10 49. 


With a Liſt Both of their Names and Places of their Birth or 
that are Reprieved. 
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by repreſenting to them, that they had no wrong, done 
them, and that they were not to concern themſelves with 
any thing now that was not available to them, and did nor 
condace to ther dne Preparation tor another Lite, into 
which they were ſo ſhortly to enter: And rheretore oughr 
not to mifle away the time, and loſe thoſe precious Mo- 
ments Which were to be employ'd in making their Peace 
with God, whom rhey had grievoutly offended, and to 
ſecure ro themicives a happy FErernity, by true Humil!- 
ation, Repenrance ar:d Fauh i God's Mercy through the 
Merits oi Chrsſt. Thus I brought them into a ſerous Can- 
f:deration of themſzlves, and of the Miſerable Eitate they 
were in, and that infinitely more Miſerably they would 
fall into, unl-f; they truly acknowled;cd their Faults and 
Repented. Ard the tetrer to engaze them in tits great 
and neceiiary Vork of Repentance, which muit be done 
In this Lite or acver; ITlaid before them on the one Hand, 
the Horrours of Hell, and the infupportable and endleſs 
Tormenrs of the D:mned : And on the other, the wn- 
ſpeakable Joys, the Eternal Felicity ard Inmaortal Glory 
of the Bletied in 'Heiven;z and prayed them ſeriouſly to 
confider, which of theſe rwo States rhey were deſirous 
now to enter upon, and ccntinue in for ever. And if 
that of the Bleſſed, which was fit for Men of Reaſon ro 
defire ; then their buſineſs v-as not to ſmoiher their Con- 
ſcience, bur to rouze it up, a1d to ſpeak and ro act ac- 
cording to is Dictates, and by no means to flatter them- 
ſelves with the Hopes of being abſolied at God's Triba- 
nal, unleſs rhey now pleaded Guilry to every one Sin that 
upon a through fearch and Examination of their paſt Lives, 
they ſlould find they had committed ; and unlefs they were 
carnieſt in calling for chat Grace, rhe Divine Affiſtance of 
God's Holy -Spirir, whereby they might be renew'd and 
Cleans'd from all their Iniquities, in that mo't precious 
Blood which our Blefled Saviour ſhed upon the Croſs 
for the Redempricn of the World, for all that were truly 
Converted and prnitent Sinners. | 
They ſeemed to be affected with what I faid, and ( as 
betore } deſired my Prayers. Upon which, havinz recom- 
mended them to the Favour and Mercy of God: I was 
now going away from tizem, when the Reverend Mr. Gilberr, 
a French Miniſter, came tv tee one of them, formerly be- 
longing to his Cangreg:tionin France. He gave him and 
the reſt, ſuirable Admonirions, and Prayed with them. 
At our leaving theſe po2r Wreiches, they defired us ro 


*come to them again the next Morning, which we did ; and 


( according 1o their defires) affitied rem with our lat 
Exhortations and Prayers at the place of Execution, where 
the Reverend Minitter of the D-:»i/ Church { before nien- 
tioned ) was alſo ; and uſefuily joyn'd with us in this Work. 
And now it was that pretiing; them again for the lait time, 
ro make anf{ ingenuous and unreſrried Contetiion, they 
own'd ( in effect ) that they juitly ſuffer'd ; and kiuberr, 
Fajmin, Salon, Renou, and la Fourtaine, were in this 
more free-and open than the reit. 

| found theſe Criminals for the greateſt pzrt, poor 1:no- 
rant People, as ro any Princip'e or Practice of Religton : 
And as they were in a great meaſure ftrangers ro Religion, 
and ( perhaps of all other Romaniits, the feaſt acquamred 
with the Preceprs of the Goſvoel, and rhe leaft capable of 
gwing an Account of their Fairh ; fo rhey conmented rhemh- 
{clves ro declare, Thatthey Diced in the Comineni6n 
were Born in. | 

When I came firſt ro them and thoſe thar are Reprieved 
( as I faid hefore) I underilocd they had been 52, bur 
by rhe Death of one of them; - they were-at thar rimc 
51 only ; our of which, two others bring allo dead in the
